SEPTEMBER  includes  Lilium  Harrisii,  L.  formosum,  L.  can- 
didum,  Freesias,  Paper-White  and  Grand  Soleil  d'Or  Narcissi, 
and  Bulbous  Irises. 

OCTOBER,  OR  MAIN  SHIPMENT,  includes  the  general  line  of 
bulbs,  such  as  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Crocuses,  Callas  and  Miscella¬ 
neous  Bulbs. 

NOVEMBER  AND  DECEMBER  include  Liliums  and  Lilies-of- 
the-Valley.  We  endeavor  to  get  all  of  these  shipped  by  early 
December.

For  the  herbaceous  border,  massed  in  clumps  along  the  edge  of  shrubbery,  or 
as  cut-flowers  for  vases,  these  are  conceded  to  be  the  superior  of  all  the  Tulips 

The  enthusiasm  for  the  Darwin  Tulip  is  not  due  to  fad  or  popular  fancy,  but  rather  to  an  awakened  sense  of  appreciation  of  their 
majestic  beauty.  The  rich,  bright  colors  of  the  blooms,  their  somber  tones,  their  many  pale  and  more  lovely  colors,  produced  on  strong, 
gigantic  stems  from  2  to  3  feet,  all  vie  with  one  another  and  capture  even  the  casual  observer  of  spring-flowering  bulbs.  Once  grown,  the 
amateur  becomes  interested  and  soon  becomes  a  fancier  with  a  hoard  of  varieties,  excusably  jealous  of  every  one  he  or  she  grows. 

For  the  borders  among  other  hardy  flowers,  in  formal  gardens  in  conjunction  with  Single  Early  Tulips,  for  isolated  groupings  against 
a  background  of  shrubs,  or  for  combinations  of  delicate  colors  for  effects  of  contrast  in  the  flower-garden,  the  Darwins  are  without  a  peer. 

They  range  in  color  from  the  daintiest  pink,  rose,  salmon,  red,  etc.,  to  deep,  rich  crimson;  from  lavender  through  mauve  and  light  blue 
to  violet-purple  and  the  so-called  “Black  Tulip.”  There  are  a  few  good  whites,  but  no  clear  yellow,  and  where  this  color  is  desired,  selec¬ 
tion  should  be  made  from  the  Cottage  Tulips  listed  on  pages  10  and  11.  All  buff  and  bronze  shades  frequently  classed  as  Darwins  are  Breeders. 

CULTURE. — Bulbs  should  be  planted  5  to  6  inches  deep  and  not  less  than  5  inches  apart.  Sand  to  the  depth  of  t/iinch  at  the  base 
of  the  bulbs  will  amply  repay  the  trouble  by  the  provision  for  drainage  during  wet  weather.  For  forcing,  bulbs  should  be  planted  as  soon 
as  received,  and  the  flowers  appear  to  better  advantage  if  pots  a  trifle  deeper  than  the  ordinary  bulb-pans  are  used.  We  recommend  what 
are  termed  azalea-pots  for  this  purpose.  A  temperature  of  55  to  60  degrees  is  recommended,  for  if  allowed  to  “come  gently,”  larger  flowers 
and  longer  stems  may  be  had.

Bybloem  and  Bizarre  Tulips  are  “rectified”  Breeder  types.  The  Tulips  are  of 
ari  old  race  which  has  been  grown  in  Holland  and  in  France  since  the  beginning  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  and  which  caused  the  famous  Tulip  craze  in  1635.  The 
Bybloems  are  queerly  striped  and  feathered  rose  or  violet  on  a  white  ground.

Few,  if  any,  of  the  spring-blooming  flowers  rival  the  Tulip  for  brilliancy  of  bloom  or  ease  of  culture.  For  formal  beds  on  the  lawn  or 
garden  borders  they  are  excellent  subjects.  They  do  not  possess  the  same  size  of  bloom  and  length  of  stem  of  the  May-flowering  Darwin, 
Breeder  and  Cottage  varieties,  but  where  early  blooms  are  desired  they  are  frequently  used.  Many  of  the  varieties  may  be  forced  in  bloom 
in  January,  while  all  the  varieties  may  be  easily  had  in  flower  in  pots  late  in  February  or  early  March. 

Culture. — For  indoor  blooming  they  require  the  same  cultural  treatment  as  Hyacinths. 

Outdoor  Culture. — -Bulbs  may  be  planted  with  good  assurance  of  success  even  in  early  December,  if  the  ground  is  open.  They  should 
be  planted  not  more  than  5  inches  apart,  covering  the  bulbs  about  4  inches  over  the  top.  After  the  first  sharp  frost  which  forms  a  light  crust 
on  the  surface  of  the  soil,  old  leaves  or  litter  should  be  spread  about  6  inches  thick  over  beds  or  borders  to  prevent  frost  from  going  deeper. 
Do  not  cover  bulbs,  if  planted  early,  until  the  first  sharp  frost,  as  field-mice  frequently  nest  among  leaves  and  destroy  bulbs,  which  is  im¬ 
possible  if  the  covering  is  placed  after  the  first  hard  frost.

CULTURE 


These  Hyacinths  should  be  planted  from  6  to  io  inches  apart,  and  covered  with  at  least  4  inches  of  soil  from  the  top  of  the  bulb. 
For  beds  or  borders  close  to  the  conservatory  or  dwelling,  6  inches  will  make  a  fine  display;  but  where  the  beds  are  planted  to  be  viewed 
from  a  distance,  they  may  be  planted  10  inches  apart.  Hyacinths  planted  alternately  with  narcissi  produce  a  most  graceful  effect,  and 
for  this  combination  6  inches  from  bulb  to  bulb  is  also  a  very  suitable  distance.  It  is  advisable  to  cover,  after  the  bulbs  have  been  planted, 
with  leaves  or  some  heavy  material  that  will  prevent  them  from  freezing  or  being  affected  by  early  spring  frosts  after  they  have  started. 

Hyacinths,  as  well  as  narcissi,  should  be  planted  by  November  first  in  this  latitude,  as  they  are  the  better  for  early  planting.  Tulips 
may  be  planted  up  to  December  first,  weather  permitting.

French  Roman  Hyacinths 


French  Roman  Hyacinths  are  among  the  earliest  bulbs  to  be  had  in 
flower.  The  bulbs  arrive  from  France  late  in  August,  and,  like  all  bulbs 
grown  in  the  south  of  France,  they  may  be  had  in  flower  from  November  all 
through  the  winter  months,  if  potted  up  in  September  and  at  intervals  of 
every  two  weeks.  They  are  much  prized  for  pots  or  cutting  on  account  of 
their  graceful  appearance  and  delicate  fragrance.  The  bulbs  are  about  the 
same  size  as  the  Miniature  Dutch  Hyacinths  offered  on  this  page,  and 
may  be  planted  six  or  seven  to  a  5-  or  6-inch  pot,  or  ten  to  twelve  bulbs  to 
an  8-  or  9-inch  bulb-pan.  The  flowers  are  smaller  than  those  of  the  Dutch 
Hyacinth,  and  are  borne  in  great  profusion,  the  larger  bulbs  frequently 
having  three  to  five  graceful  spikes  of  bloom.  Their  ease  of  culture  and 
earliness  of  bloom  suggest  their  use.  The  white  variety  is  the  most  reliable. 
They  are  not  hardy  in  our  northern  climate,  and  should  not  be  planted 
outdoors.  The  general  culture  given  for  Hyacinths  on  page  16  is  suggested.

Cultural  Directions  for  Growing  Poly¬ 
anthus  Narcissi  in  Pebbles  and  Water 

Fill  a  deep  dish  almost  full  of  pebbles  and  press  the  Narcissus 
bulbs  down  in  the  pebbles  until  they  are  nearly  covered;  then  add 
water  to  the  top  of  pebbles.  Put  in  a  reasonably  dark  place  for 
three  weeks,  or  until  the  bulbs  are  well  rooted,  then  bring  to  the 
light  and  watch  them  grow  and  bloom,  which  will  be  from  seven  to 
eight  weeks  from  time  of  planting. 

They  can  also  be  grown  in  Holland  fiber  or  any  good  soil  well 
watered,  but  the  pebbles  make  the  most  attractive  appearance  for 
table  decorations. 

Do  not  keep  the  growing  plants  near  steam-pipes  or  radiators, 
as  excessive  heat  causes  too  rapid  growth  of  foliage  with  no  blossoms. 
Do  not  cover  with  too  much  water  as  it  is  liable  to  soften  and  rot 
the  bulbs.

No  garden  would  be  complete  without  the  Narcissus  or  Daffodil.  The  innumerable  positions  in  the  garden  in  which  their  use  may  be 
availed  of  is  responsible  for  their  popularity.  It  is  not  only  for  garden  culture  that  they  are  largely  used,  but  many  of  the  varieties  are  ex¬ 
tensively  grown  in  pots  or  pans  for  indoor  decoration  during  late  winter  months.  Some  varieties  in  our  list  may  be  forced  into  bloom  as 
early  as  January.  Their  simple  beauty  of  form,  dignity  of  habit,  elegance  of  bloom  and  ease  of  culture,  account  for  the  new  interest  amount¬ 
ing  to  enthusiasm  of  flower-lovers  all  over  Europe.  Each  year  we  are  greeted  with  a  profusion  of  novelties,  many  of  which,  on  account  of 
the  high  prices,  are  not  available  for  immediate  use. 

All  the  varieties  of  Narcissi  or  Daffodils  offered  in  our  catalogue,  with  the  exception  of  the  Polyanthus  Narcissus  and  such  other  few  sorts 
as  are  especially  noted,  are  perfectly  hardy,  and  will  continue  to  flower  outdoors  each  year  if  given  a  congenial  location  and  not  dis¬ 
turbed.  Where  they  are  used  for  bedding,  and  must  be  lifted,  it  is  wise  to  permit  bulbs  to  remain  after  flowering  until  the  foliage  turns 
brown  down  to  the  ground,  then  lifted,  and  the  earth  shaken  from  the  bulbs;  they  should  be  stored  in  a  cool,  dry  place.  Narcissi,  like  hya¬ 
cinths,  should  be  planted  by  early  November,  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  out  of  the  ground  so  long  as  tulips,  which  may  be 
planted  up  to  hard  frost. 

Culture. — Owing  to  the  various  sizes  of  the  bulbs,  it  is  not  advisable  to  state  the  exact  depth  to  plant,  but  the  simple  rule  of  covering 
the  bulb  one  and  a  half  times  its  own  depth,  and  making  the  distance  between  the  bulbs  3  to  4  inches  for  the  smaller  sorts  and  s  to  6  inches 
for  the  larger  ones,  is  a  good  one.  For  greenhouse  or  window-garden  culture  treat  them  the  same  c.s  hyacinths,  except  that  three  or  more  bulbs 
of  one  variety  should  be  planted  in  a  pot,  and  not  single  specimens. 

Where  a  succession  of  blooms  is  desired  for  outdoors  as  well  as  indoors,  we  have  arranged  the  following  code:  A,  first  early;  B,  second 
early;  C,  midseason;  D,  late;  E,  very  late.

CROCUS  (Extra-large  Bulbs) 


Crocuses,  among  the  earliest  bulbs  to  flower,  are  most  effective  when  planted  in  masses  on  the  lawn,  or  arranged  in  three  or  four  rows 
of  one  color  in  the  border.  They  are  perfectly  hardy,  and  may  be  left  in  the  ground  for  three  or  four  years  after  planting,  without  being 
disturbed.  The  best  method  is  to  scatter  the  bulbs  about  the  lawn  and  use  an  ordinary  garden  dibble  or  “Slim  Jim”  trowel,  inserting 
several  bulbs  in  each  spot.  This  makes  a  very  pretty  effect  in  early  spring,  and  the  foliage  and  tops  may  be  safely  cut  along  with  the  grass 
when  the  first  mowing  is  made.  They  are  very  ornamental  when  flowered  in  pots  of  eight  to  ten  bulbs  to  a  5-inch  size.  They  will  not 
flower  if  exposed  to  heat,  nor  must  too  severe  forcing  be  attempted.  After  potting  set  bulbs  in  a  cool  cellar  and  water  well.  Leave  them 
about  six  weeks  until  they  are  thoroughly  rooted  and  then  bring  to  the  light  of  the  conservatory  or  sunny  window.  Care  should  be  taken 
to  cover  the  bulbs  about  1  inch,  whether  planted  outdoors  or  in  pots,  as  planting  too  deep  causes  them  not  to  flower.

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GIANT  FREESIAS 

Without  doubt  the  most  sweetly  scented  flower 
grown;  a  single  bloom  permeates  the  living-room  with 
its  delicate  perfume.

Procure  the  bulbs  as  early  as  possible,  and  plant 
them  in  successive  batches  from  August  to  October, 
using  from  six  to  twenty-five  bulbs  for  a  single  pan. 
The  soil  should  be  a  mixture  of  loam,  to  which  must 
be  added  leaf-mold  and  sand.  The  bulbs  planted  early, 
say  August  and  September,  may  be  placed  outdoors  in 
a  sheltered  spot  until  cold  weather  sets  in;  of  course 
they  must  be  regularly  watered  and  kept  growing  all 
the  time.  In  October,  before  frosts  appear,  the  pots 
should  be  placed  in  frames,  if  possible,  or  near  the 
window  of  an  unheated  room.  Not  before  November 
must  the  young  plants  be  brought  to  gentle  heat,  and  if 
thus  cared  for  they  will  flower  perfectly  in  January.  The 
foliage  of  the  Freesias  is  very  fine  and  slender  and  must 
be  supported  with  light  stakes  placed  around  the  outer 
edge  of  the  pans.  The  glistening,  pure  white  flowers  are 
borne  on  long  stems,  and  are  very  valuable  for  cutting.

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HERBACEOUS  PEONIES 


Peonies  rank  among  the  most  beautiful  of  all  hardy  perennials,  and  no  garden  is  complete  without  their  charming  influence.  The  popular 
interest  in  many  parts  of  the  world  has  brought  a  very  gratifying  improvement  in  the  Peony.  In  the  newer  sorts,  gigantic  flowers  have  been 
produced,  reaching,  in  many  instances,  the  large  size  of  7  to  9  inches  in  diameter  and  5  to  6  inches  in  depth,  with  strong,  stiff  stems  2}^  to 
3  feet  long.  The  permanency  of  Peonies  should  especially  recommend  them  to  your  favor,  for,  once  planted  in  suitable  soil,  they  will  continue 
to  grow  better  and  larger  each  year.  A  situation  well  open  to  the  sun  suits  them  best  but  they  thrive  in  partial  shade  also. 

Culture. — The  culture  of  Peonies  is  quite  simple.  They  require  a  good,  deep,  rich  soil  and  an  abundant  supply  of  water  during  the 
growing  season.  When  enriching  the  ground,  the  use  of  too  much  fresh  manure  near  the  roots  should  be  avoided.  The  main  point  to  observe 
is,  while  the  ground  should  be  well  spaded  and  cultivated,  not  to  plant  the  roots  too  deep.  The  roots  should  be  planted  so  that  the  eyes 
are  barely  covered  (about  1  to  2  inches!.  Too  deep  planting  is  the  cause  of  shy  flowering. 

Size  of  Hoots. — The  roots  we  offer  have  been  grown  two  years  from  root  divisions  and  have  3  to  5  eyes.  If  planted  during  October  and 
November  these  roots  should  become  well  established  and  give  some  flowers  the  following  year.

One  of  the  most  glorious  sights  in  March  is  several  thousands  of  these 
magnificent  pot  plants  in  bloom  in  the  Government  greenhouses  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Our  strain  of  bulbs 
produces  vigorous  stems  with  from  four  to  six  blooms  of  the  most  perfect  form,  ranging  in  color  from  pure  white 
grounds  with  varied  markings  of  rose,  red,  and  crimson,  to  the  richest  self  colors,  such  as  scarlet,  crimson,  bright 
red,  cherry,  and  almost  maroon.  Pot  up  bulbs,  as  soon  as  received,  in  good  garden  loam,  enriched  with  a  handful 
of  bone  fertilizer;  water  well  and  store  in  a  dark  place  in  a  temperature  of  50  to  60  degrees  for  four  weeks  until 
well  rooted,  then  bring  to  light.  Put  in  a  sunny  window  and  give  water  regularly.  Bulbs  potted  up  during 
September  and  October  may  be  had  in  bloom  in  March.  After  they  are  through  blooming,  the  pots  may  be  set 
outdoors,  laying  them  on  Jthe  side  until  the  bulbs  become  dormant.  They  may  be  repotted  the  following  fall.

A  LITTLE  CORNER  OF  HOLLAND  IN  AMERICA 
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We  are  quoting  herewith  a  few  excerpts  from  the  article  of  the 
above  title  which  appeared  in  the  Florists’  Exchange  and  Horti¬ 
cultural  Trade  World,  June  26,  1926,  and  which  featured  the 
development  of  our  Narcissus  culture  at  Farmingdale,  Long 
Island.  The  illustration  above  is  taken  from  a  photograph  of 
our  Narcissus  in  bloom  at  our  farm  and  testing  gardens.  Farming- 
dale,  Long  Island,  during  early  May  this  year. 

The  above  fields  were  put  in  readiness  during  the  spring  and 
summer  of  1925,  and,  up  until  the  late  fall,  some  forty- three 
varieties  of  hardy  Narcissus  were  planted  here,  covering  many  of 
the  new  and  rare  as  well  as  the  best  standard  varieties. 

Before  deciding  on  the  development  of  a  culture  of  Daffodils 
at  our  farm,  we  made  tests  for  several  years  to  find  out  whether 
the  soil  was  suitable,  and  from  the  results  already  obtained  we 


decided  to  plant  this  past  fall  so  that  we  would  have  sufficient 
stock  to  supply  to  our  many  patrons  who  are  lovers  of  this  delight¬ 
ful  spring-flowering  bulb. 

The  soil  is  a  soft,  sweet  loam,  easily  worked,  well  drained,  but 
more  retentive  of  moisture  than  the  sandier  land  farther  south. 
It  is  moderately  sheltered  on  the  east  by  a  typical  Long  Island 
woodland,  and  on  the  west  by  a  forest  hill  which  checks  the 
strong  western  winds  that  sometimes  cause  droughts  and  poor 
crops  in  some  sections  of  the  island.  The  open  sweep  north  and 
south,  however,  provides  all  needed  air-drainage  and  admits 
the  beneficial  moist  ocean  fogs  that  sometimes  sweep  up  from 
the  south.  The  foliage  of  the  bulbs,  at  this  writing  (July  1  ),  is 
still  green,  thus  insuring  a  good  crop  of  hard,  sound  Narcissus 
bulbs.

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FALL  SEEDING 

August  15  to  October  1  is  the  best  period 
of  the  year  in  this  locality  for  sowing  grass 
seed.  The  grass  will  root  deeper,  and  you  will 
not  have  as  strong  weed  growth  to  contend 
with  as  in  the  spring  seeding.

How  to  Make 
a  Lawn 


With  “Staigreen”  Grass  Seeds 


THE  production  of  a  good  lawn  is  not  at  all  difficult.  The  method  is  as  follows:  (i)  Dig  the  soil 
about  6  inches  deep,  but  only  when  it  is  dry;  if  rain  has  fallen  recently  allow  a  few  days  of  fine 
weather  to  elapse  before  commencing  work.  (2)  As  you  dig,  lift  each  clod  high  enough  to  enable 
you  to  turn  it  completely  over.  (3)  Strike  the  inverted  clod  with  the  back  of  the  fork  to  break 
it.  (4)  As  the  work  proceeds,  remove  all  stones,  sticks,  and  rubbish.  (5)  Scatter  Stumpp  &  Walter 
Co.’s  Emerald  Grass  Fertilizer  on  the  dug  earth;  use  1  ton  per  acre  or  1  pound  to  each  25  square 
feet.  (6)  Draw  a  rake  back  and  forth  until  the  soil  is  smooth  and  in  fine  condition.  (7)  Sow  Staigreen 
Lawn  Seed  at  the  minimum  rate  of  100  pounds  per  acre  (4  bushels)  or  1  pound  (nearly  2  quarts)  to 
each  400  square  feet.  Double  the  quantity  when  turf  is  needed  quickly.  Select  a  day  when  no  wind  is 
blowing;  divide  the  seed  into  two  portions  and  sow  the  land  twice  to  insure  its  even  covering;  it  is 
important  to  stir  the  contents  of  the  bag  now  and  again.  When  you  have  sown  the  seed,  rake  the  land 
once  more,  but  very  lightly.  Do  not  work  the  rake  back  and  forth — merely  draw  it  toward  you  in  a 
series  of  light  strokes,  raking  only  once  in  the  same  place.  The  idea  is  to  bury  most  of  the  grass  seeds 
no  more  than  yi  inch  deep.  (8)  Roll  the  seeded  area,  but  should  rain  'fall  before  the  work  is 
completed,  defer  the  rolling  until  the  land  has  dried. 


Should  I  sprinkle  the  new  Lawn  with 
water?  Yes,  if  seeding  is  followed  by  hot, 
dry  weather.  Otherwise  it  is  best  not  to 
water  the  first  three  weeks.  Later,  when 
the  grass  has  started,  it  may  be  watered 
as  required:  use  an  approved  sprinkler  and 
soak  every  three  days. 


What  after-care  is  needed?  As  soon  as  the 
young  grass  is  2  inches  high,  begin  cutting  it 
and  keep  it  regularly  mown;  roll  it  at  least 
once  a  week,  and  water  during  dry  weather.

How  long  will  the  Lawn  be 
growing  ?  This  varies  with  the 
time  of  year,  quality  of  soil, 
rainfall,  etc.  Under  very 
favorable  conditions  the 
young  seedlings  show 
through  in  less  than  ten 
days  and  the  whole 
area  looks  green  in  a 
further  two  weeks;  wait 
four  weeks  more  be¬ 
fore  walking  on  the 
grass  except  to  mow 
and  roll  it. 

When  is  the  best 
time  to  make  a 
Lawn  ?  Early  spring 
and  late  summer  are 
the  best,  but  seed  will 
grow  quite  well  if  sown 
at  any  time  of  the  year 
except  during  July. 

Will  the  above  directions 
hold  on  poor  or  sandy 
land?  Before  commencing 
work  on  poor  soil,  spread  rotted 
horse-manure  or  cow-manure  over 
the  land  at  the  rate  of  20  tons  to  ■ . 
the  acre  or  1  pound  per  square  foot.  Then 
proceed  exactly  as  directed.  If  manure  can¬ 
not  be  procured,  use  Pulverized  Sheep  Manure 
at  the  rate  of  2  tons  to  the  acre  or  1  pound 
to  each  10  square  feet.  Do  not  attempt  to 
grow  a  lawn  on  excavated  soil,  subsoil,  or 
“fill”  without  first  applying  manure,  digging, 
then  adding  at  least  an  inch  of  top-soil;  two 
or  three  if  possible.  Apply  Emerald  Grass 
Fertilizer,  and  proceed  as  suggested. 

How  about  moist,  sour  soil  ?  Spread 
hydrated  lime  at  the  rate  of  2  tons  per  acre 
or  1  pound  to  each  10  square  feet:  then 
follow  directions.  In  bad  cases  it  will  be 
necessary  first  to  drain  the  land  by  digging 
ditches  or  laying  tile. 
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For  every  different  kind  and  condition  of  soil  there  are  a  large  number  of  grasses,  either  indigenous  or  introduced,  which  are 
especially  suitable.  Some  sorts  do  best  on  high  ground  and  in  dry  weather;  others  prefer  plenty  of  moisture.  Some  mature  so  early 
and  others  so  late  that  from  the  beginning  of  spring  until  winter  sets  in  there  is  no  time  when  one  species  or  another  is  not  at  its 
best.  From  these  considerations,  the  importance  of  sowing  many  varieties  for  pasture  and  meadow  purposes  will  be  apparent,  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  following  varieties:  Orchard  Grass,  Meadow  Foxtail,  Sheep’s  Fescue,  Rhode  Island  or  Creeping  Bent,  Hard  Fescue, 
Sweet-scented  Vernal  (True  Perennial),  Meadow  Fescue,  English  Rye  Grass,  Italian  Rye  Grass,  Red  Top,  and  Timothy,  blended 
in  proportions  which  we  have  found,  from  actual  use,  give  the  most  satisfactory  results. 

On  ordinarily  fertile  soil  80  pounds  of  this  mixture  are  sufficient  to  seed  an  acre,  but  where  the  land  is  poor  a  larger  quantity 
will  be  necessary.

From  Christmas  to  Easter 

ONE  of  the  most  inspiring  influences  of  the  home  is  the  flowers  one  grows.  You  can  have  an 
abundance  of  bulbs  in  flower  from  before  Christmas  until  Easter  if  you  plant  a  few  bulbs  sug¬ 
gested  on  this  page.  Six  Paper-White  Narcissus  bulbs  planted  in  a  dish  of  pebbles  will  flower 
in  ten  weeks.  The  best  Paper-White  Narcissus  bulbs  cost  $8  per  ioo,  and  these  flowers  are 
sold  in  the  florists’  shops  at  $2  to  $2.50  per  dozen.  You  can  grow  your  own  and  not  only  enjoy  the 
fun  of  it,  but  save  three  profits — the  grower’s,  the  wholesale  cut-flower  dealer’s,  and  the  florist’s. 

SOIL  AND  CULTURE.  The  soil  for  potting  bulbs  should  be  light  and  rich;  one-half  good  garden 
soil,  one-fourth  sand,  and  one-fourth  rotted  stable  manure  is  about  right,  and  this  should  then  be  thor¬ 
oughly  mixed  and  pulverized  before  using. 

The  pots,  after  placing  part  of  a  broken  pot  at  the  bottom  to  ensure  drainage,  should  be  filled  to 
within  4  inches  of  the  top,  bulbs  set  in  2  to  4  inches  apart,  according  to  the  variety,  and  then  soil  placed 
around  them,  just  allowing  the  top  of  the  bulb  to  protrude.  After  planting,  water  thoroughly,  place 
in  the  coolest,  darkest  part  of  the  cellar,  away  from  the  heat  and  light.  Freezing  will  not  hurt  them. 
While  in  the  cellar,  look  at  occasionally  and  see  that  soil  is  moist  not  wet.  The  main  point  to  consider 
is  to  be  sure  they  have  made  plenty  of  roots  before  being  brought  up  to  the  living-room. 
The  Paper- White  Narcissi,  Freesias,  and  Crocuses  offered  on  this  page,  planted  October  15,  may 
be  brought  to  light  December  1,  and,  in  order  to  have  them  in  succession,  bring  up  a  pot  or  pan 
every  week  until  you  have  brought  all  your  stock  in.  Early  Tulips,  Daffodils,  and  Hyacinths 
brought  in  January  1  should  begin  flowering  from  February  25  on.
